Vefterday arrived a Mail from France with the Paris 
Letter of Wednefday laft, and therein the following 
Advices. 


HE Letters of the 28th ulr. N. S. from Genoa 
fay, thar the laff Convoy which failed from 
Antibes, had the Misfortune to be difperfed a fecond 
Time by a violens Storm that happened on the 15th, 
afier having fet fail for Calvi and Ajaccio; that 
feveral were returned to San Fiorenzo, but 6 of 
them were miffing, whereof three that had 12 Com- 
panies put into Leghorn, after having fuffered very 
much ; that another Ship which had 5 Companies 
on board, with all the Commiffion Officers, ran 
afhore at Vado, ffom whence they all got by Land 
to Leghorn, where they found all the Favour and 
Affiftance pofible: That the News of what hap- 
pened tothe rwo Tartans that were run afhore near 
the Red Mand, io the firft Storm, is confirmed, and 
tis polirively faid, that a Captain, and 130 Soldiers, 
thac got to Land, were furrounded by 4 or 500 of 
the Kebels, who, after fome Refiftance, took and 
itripp’d them quite naked ; and after other ill Ufage 
of them, “tis faid they would have murder’d every 
Man of them, if fome of the Country People had 
not adher’d to the Commiffioners, and the Conful of 
Calvi, who, by a Diftribution of Money, faved their 
Lives :‘§T hae the Count de Boiffreux has difmifs’d the 
Canon Orticoni, and the two other Deputies that 
were with him, declaring at the fame Time, that 
fince the Treaty which was made for rhe Pacifi- 
cation of the Corficans was abolifhed, the King had 
the Goodnefsto let them go where they thought fir. 
They add, that the barbarous Wretches above- 
mentioned, feized the two Tartans, and deftroy’d 
them for the Sake of the Iron on board, and then 
burnt the reft. “Tis now fuppofed that nothing 
more will be done in that [fland tilla fufficient Re- 
inforcement arrives, the Troops already there being 
hardly fufficient to guard the Places. 
They write from Havre de Grace, that 12 or 
1300 dead Bodies have been found floating upon 
that Coaft, fuppofed to have been caft away by the 


late Storms.
